In all which they fo weil acquit them{felves, that 
the Judges publickly declared, That the Mathod of 
Teaching in that School was uncommon, and beyond what 
is prattifed in otber Schools, with a fuitable Succe/s, 
very much recommending the Skill and Diligence of the 
Maffer.
